The dream is over and Australia, as 


a soccer nation, has been jolted back 


into reality. 

Hopes that the national under 19 team would 
qualify for the Coca Cola Youth World Cup finals 
have been smashed in the space of a few days. 

Really, the young Socceroos didn’t have a 
chance of defeating Paraguay and Israel to 
qualify for the finals in Japan in August, but 
the enthusiasm generated by coach Rudi Gut- 
endorf and his young, willing charges con- 
vinced many that Australia could overcome 
the odds. 

The Socceroos in Paraguay aren't clincally dead, 
but when it is considered that they are now five 
goals behind Paraguay there can be little hope for 


them. Countries that have so 
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It's not so much a question 
of ability or lack of it, but of 
playing in a strange country, 
with a totally different 
climate, facing partisan 
crowds of 50,000 and having 
to contend with the Para- 
guayan Football Association, 
which is using every ruse pos- 
sible to make sure its team 
qualifies. 

The Australian team is 
faced with too big a mountain 
to climb 

Paraguay’s 3-0 victory 
over Israel on Monday 
sealed the fate of the Aus- 
tralians. 

4 At present, Paraguay has 
four points from two games 
(five goals for, none against), 
Australia has one point from 
two games {no goals, two 
against) and Israel also has 
one point from two games 
{no goals for, three against). 

Remaining games are: 
Israel v Australia (Thursday 
morning Aust. time), Para- 
guay v Australia (Saturday 
morning) and Israel v Para- 
guay {Monday morning). 

If Australia is to qualify, it 
must beat Israel by five goals. 
then defeat Paraquay. 

Should the Socceroos 
pull of those amazing re- 
sults, all would hinge on 
the last game between 
Paraguay and Israel. Israel 
would have to defeat 
Paraguay if Australia is to 
finish group leader. 

But let’s not start dreaming 
again. 

Australia’s first game, 
against Paraguay fast Satur- 
day morning, saw the Soc- 
ceroos fall victim to their own 
nerves.

The Victorian team that earned lavish prai- 
se, for holding Wisla Krakow to a narrow 1-0 
victory, has been challenged to test its 
strength against Philips League opposition. 

The challenge comes from Mr Sam Papasavas, 
chairman of the PSL and president of South Mel- 
bourne Hellas. 

Mr Papasavas has ‘’dared”’ Victoria to play 
against South Melbourne at Middie Park on 
March 3. 

“4 agree that Victoria played well against 
Wisla but I believe that if more PSL players 
had been included in the side, it would have 
done even better,” Mr Papasavas said. 


"It is plain ridiculous that only three PSL players — 
Chris Kalafatidis, Jim Tansey and Joe Picioane were in 
the Victorian selection. How could some of Australia’s 
greatest players be left out — fellows fike Alun Evans, 
George Campbell, Branko Buljevic, Jim Kondarious, and 
others?”’ 


South Melbourne coach Dave Maclaren claimed the Victorian 
Soccer Federation would have had a much bigger attendance at the 
game had more PSL players been used. As it was, only about 5000 
people turned up 

<The Victorian selection looked to me like a political compromise, ° he 
said. 

Such criticism was perhaps inevitable of a team that tried to be a 
mixture of Philips League “stars” and so-called State League ‘plodders. 

But isn’t it remarkable how these “plodders managed almost to beat 
Wisla and how last year, Victoria best Dundee 2-1 with a team that 
included State League players Billy McClymont, Alan Kerr, Ken 
Reed, Mick Watkins, Vince Bannon. and Tommy Cumming? 

The match against Wisla showed that Cumming, Steve Kokoska, 
John Yzendoorn, Cari Gilder, Jamie Paton and Yakka Banovic 
could easily play in the Philips League 

Certainly Victoria would have nothing to fear in a game against Hellas. 
In fact. it may be good practice for the Vics’ matches against South 
Australia in Adelaide on Easter Monday and against AC Milan in June. 

Victoria’s display against Wisla provided immense satisfaction for 
coach Len McKendry, for his men played exactly the way they were 
coached in he few sessions they had had together. 

The Vics were quick to apply pressure on the man with the ball in all 
areas of the field — notably in attack.

He first dazzled Aussie fans in 
1977, during a six-week guest ap- 
pearance with Hakoah and almost 
since the day of his return to Por- 
tugal, the Blues have basen trying 
to get his signature on a long- 
term contract.

Coach Gerry Chaldi datoured 
from Brazil to Portugal during his 
off-season scouting tour last De- 
cember and after seeing Manecas 
in first division action for his club 
Beira Mar, is convinced that the 
bearded Angolan is a better player 
now than he was in 1977. 

A utility man, capable of play- 
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ing almost any _ position, 
Manecas is the current captain 
and right-fullback of Beira Mar, a 
team struggling to retain first divi- 
sion status. 

Whether they succeed or not 
may have a vital bearing on 
Manecas’ bid to move to Austra- 
lia. 

With the PSL deadline for reg- 
istering new players set for May 
1, Sydney City insists that 
Manecas must arrive sometime in 
April — at the latest.

As a 19-year-old of modest standard, | 
jumped at the 50 quid offered! | had to add only a few extra 
pounds to make up the deposit on a new Volkswagen. 


That was tho start of a 15- 
year period which has left me 
with mainly fond memories of 
the game and the people in it. 

During this time, | only once 
had any inclination to leave St. 
George. That was in 1969 when 
we coultin’t agree on terms. | was 
put on transfer for what was then 
an Australian record fee of 
$14,000. No-one wanted a de- 
fender for that price and it wasn't 
long before we re-nagotiated and 
| happily signed for Saints at a 
slightly increased fee. 

My first game with Saints was 
a night fixture against Yugal and 
we won 4-2. | was given a run be- 
cause Tibor Zuckermann was 
injured and from then until | re- 
tired as a player, | made more 
than 300 first team appearances. 

Every player has his best and 
worst times during his career. My 
best was in 1972 when | wrapped 
up the season by winning the 
NSW Rothmans Medal as the 
best and fairest player of the year. 








international 
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My worst time, needless to say, 
was when |damaged my knee 
cartilage playing for NSW against 
Birmingham City at Wentworth 
Park. 

It is with pride that | can now 
claim that the man responsible for 
that injury was Britain's first mil- 
lion-pound player, Trevor Fran- 
cls. He took me for a run and my 
knee simply gave way. | was in 
hospital for a while but resumed 
playing within five weeks, even 
though some had written me off. 

Many great players have 
passed through the ranks at St. 
George over the years, and to be 
honest, some bad-mistakes were 
made In letting some of these 
players leave the side. 

They were too good to be 
allowed to leave. 

The name that comes to mind 
immediately is Adrian “Noddy” 
Alston..He was sold to Safeway 
United and when he left, the team 
fost much of its punch up front. 

It is of course history now that 
Alston went on to become a pro- 
fassional with Luton Town, Cardiff 
and the Tampa Bay Rowdies. 

Incidentally, Adrian and his 
brother have recently bought a 
hotel in Blackpocot, England, 

In the last month or so, | have 
sat down and tried to work out a 
line-up of all-time St. George 
greats. After much thought, this is 
how it came out: 

Frank Haffey; Doug Utie- 
senovic, Harry Willams; Peter 
Banicevic, Tibor Zuckermann, 
Hugo Rodriguez; Matt Krigin, 
Attila Abonyi, John Galamboe, 
Johnny Warren, Vic Fernan- 
dez. 

The club has been so strong 
over the years that the following 
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“reserve team would be almost 
as strong as the first line-up: 
Stegbauer, Harris; 
laaac, Hilary, Gergely; Todd, 
Massey, Alston, Yardley, 
Schumann. 

For obvious reasons, | have not 
selected myself in the side but | 
would love to have played in 
sither one. 

There is an age-old argument in 
soccer that players “make” 
coaches or coaches “make” play- 
ers. Anyone who has positive 
thoughts on either angle Isn't 
likely to change on my say-so, but 
in my case. | feel that the motiva- 
tion required to do, well came 
from within. 

| WANTED to play repre- 
sentative soccer and | set myself 
on a course which enabled me to 
achieve all | wanted from the 
game. : 

The coaches at St. George over 
my period of 15 years, had steady 
terms and achieved fesults. Un-

fortunately, like any great club, @ 
lean period followed the many 
yers of success. As everyone 
knows, St. Gaorge hes not won 
much in recent seasons. ‘ 

Just like In 1968, when 

Saints finished second Iast In 
the NSW competition, the 
very same officials of 10 years 
ago again over-reacted to the 
extent of making panic deci- 
sions. 
Still, | believe that if tha import- 
ed maestro, Joe Gelel, is given a 
free rein and full co-operation by 
the board of directors and the 
soccer committee, the St. George 
club will get the results they have 
been looking for so desperately. 

For what It’s. worth, | played 
under eight different coaches and 
although some may not agree 
with me, the most professional of 
them was, in my opinion, Rale 
Rasic. 

Perhaps because | had been 
closely associated with him in the 
national side as well as our club 
side for so long, | thought St. 
George was wrong in letting him 
leave, 

Running a very close second to 
Rasic is a man for whom | have 
utmost respect as a manager and 
coach, Frank Arok. 


‘B’ in the 1971 three-nation 
tournament won by Saints in Tokyo. 


When | was a player, | found 
Arok to be the most well-organ- 
ised of any football adiminstra- 
tors, especially in NSW. 


But when | finished my 


playing career in 1974, the 
best manager by far, and & 
man who actually made 
monsy for the club, was 
Johnny Warren. Saints could 
heave done worse than to hire 
him to do the job that Warren 
ls now doing for Sydney City. 

The best overseas tour | made 
apart from the trip to Germany for 
the 1974 World Cup finals,. was 
with St. George to Japan In 1971. 
That was the first time any Aus- 
tralian club team had taken such a 
tour. It was highly successful In all 
aspects and it set St. George up 
as Australia’s most professional 
and progressive club. 

We won an international tour- 
nament in Tokyo, against Japan 
A. Japan 8 and the Danish club 
Frem, which featured several 
Danish internationals. 

Looking back over the 15 years, 
1 would Be less than honest if I did 
not admit to some degree of 
sadness over the way the club 
and | parted company, but more 
about that later. 


One of the tragedies of the 15. 








years was that no matter what 
promotion the club put into the 
game, the crowds never averaged 
more than 1500 or 2000 at home 
games. 

| hope they improve. Players 
cannot produce their best con- 
sistently when they have to toil in 
front of empty stands. 

This brings up the old argu- 
ment about the standard of 
the game. I agree It Is not as 
good as on the Continent or in 
England, but then this ie not 
the Continent, nor Is it Eng- 
land. This is Australia and ai- 
though we may never become 
es good as our overseas 
counterparts, it le no excuse 
for people to boycott the geme 


they say they love. 
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Summing up what has been a 
big part of my life, | enjoyed my 
time with St. George and if | had 
my time over again, | hope that 
my playing career at least, would 
follow exactly the same lines, 
ending with a grand final win after 
having played In the 1974 World 
Cup finals. 

However, my experience of 
coaching has had a different 
effect on my life and my career. | 
will deal with that subject in 
greater cetail at a later date.

Canberra City will 
raise its admission 


charges by 50% for the | 


1979 season. 


The charge will rise from $2 to 
$3. And children - previously ad- 
mitted free - will have to pay 50 
cents. 

However, children can gain ad- 
mission to all games for $4 by 
joining the Canberra City Juniors’ 
Club. 

What City’s Board of Directors 
is gambling on is that the team’s 
supporters will be prepared to pay 
the rise to see the best standard 
of soccer in the national capital. 

As one cynical fan remarked: 
“Canberra's their only choice any- 
way! 

“But will they lose more than 
they gain?” he queried. 

it is indeed a big gamble. The 
answer obviously, will depend on 
how well City performs on the 
park. 

If the team performs well, the 
goodwill and support will be im- 
mense and as soccer fans the 
world over can testify, they will 
pay the earth to watch a success- 
ful team. 

Failures aren't tolerated. 

And City must succeed in 
1979. This is the year that counts, 
this is the year relegation begins. 

There cannot be another sec- 
ond-to-bottom for the third suc- 
cessive year. Despite this, City’s 
board of directors was notoriously 
slow to gain new players - and 
also lost one of the PSU's best in 
Tony Henderson to Marconi. 

However, they have signed 
Scottish midfielder Isaac Farrell, 
plus a Manchester United re- 
serves player, George Bailey and 
former Stoke City man Mike 
Smith. _ 

Bailey should arrive within the 
next fortnight - hopefully in time 
for City’s first pre-season home 
game against Brisbane City at 
Bruce Stadium on Sunday, Febru- 
ary 25. 

Surprisingly, for a self-pro- 
fessed progressive board, it 
has not yet sean fit to take up 
the offer — without strings and 
without cost =— from former 
Australian coach, Jimmy 
Shoulder, to act as unpaid 
talent scout for Canberra City. 

And Shoulder is now in an ideal 
position to help. He was recently 
appointed assistant manager of 
Second Division club Sunderland 
and in letters to friends in 
Canberra has said he would be 
prepared to help anytime 
Canberra City asked him.

The other tremondous news 
is that the National Capital De- 
velopment Commission has let 
a $170,000 contract to Barker 
and Taylor, of Canberra, to up- 
grade the lighting on Bruce’s 
main stand, but more import- 
antly to light the Stadium’s 
separate, spacious training 
oval. 
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‘Barker and Taylor's Canberra 
manager, Mr M. Holley, said the 
training area lighting would be of 
a high standard 

“The training area will be di- 
vided into two training pitches 
and the lighting will comprise 
four. twenty-metre high col- 
umns,” he said. 

“Six quartz lights will be sus- 
pended from each of the columns. 
We have already begun the con- 
tract and we will be finished on 
schedule by April 18° Mr Holley 
said.

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Casuals Soccer 
Club was formed in 
1936 by a group of 
people which includ- 
ed George Swatte- 
ridge, Bill Tanner and 
George McKrell. The 
Club was formed by a 
breakaway group 
from Sutherland 
United and was soon 
to make ite name in 
the local com- 
petition. 


For the next five years a 
bunch of noteable names 
played for the Casuals under 
16-s and under 18-s, in- 
cluding Dave Griffith (the 
father of Alan and Ron Grif- 
fith — Avala’s playets), Evan 
Craggs (the father of Suther- 
land’s giant goalkeeper Phil 
Craggs), Arthur Holmes, 
Ray Fenton, Alan Smith, 
Bill and Erie Turner etc. 

During the war Casuals 
continued to exist, bringing a 
number of new players into 
the club, Ray Bloxham, 
Jeffrey Loveday, Alan Tre- 
dennick, Bob Miller, Bill 
Gerard and Ron Fletcher 
being the most prominent. 

In 1944, the Casuals 
joined St George Association 
Junior league, represented by 
teams from under-12 to 
under-18, and also had the 
all-age team in the second 
grade Metropolitan League. 

The all-age team finished 
second in the 1947 pre- 
miership and followed up 
with its first premiership win 
in 1948. The team was 
beaten in the Cup final in 
1948, only a'step short of the 
double that they were to win 
30 years later. 

An application to join the 
NSW State League was re- 
jected after the 1948 pre- 
miership win, due to the 
ground not being enclosed. 

The club obtained its new 
ground - Le Haynes Paddock 
at the begining of the 1948 
season, but lacked finance to 
fence it off. A few years later 
the famous paddock was 
abandoned (the site of todays 
Sutherland Hospital) and an 
application was lodged with 
the local council for the lease 
of Seymour Shaw Park for 25 
years. 

In 1953 the first move to 
join the NSW Junior Associ- 
ation was made and soon 
after, in 1955, the club de- 
cided to change its name to 
Sutherland Shire Soccer 
Football Club. . 

The club had its headquar- 
ters at the Sutherland Oval 
and was accepted to play in 
the Southern Leagues com- 
petition.

With Seymour Shaw Park 
still unplayable, Sutherland 
continued to play at Suther- 
land Oval in 1956, while con- 
struction and improvement of 
facilities was carried out at 
their future ground. 

In its initial season in the 
NSW State league Third divi- 
sion, Sutherland Shire played 
at Sutherland Oval, but were 
soon to transfer to Seymour 
Shaw. 

Winning the Third Division 
premiership in 1956, Suther- 
land was finally on the way to 
achieving its goal in the NSW 
competition. The last two 
games in 1956 Sutherland 
won convincingly, beating 
Hornsby Epping 7:2 and Po- 
lonia 1:0. 

Scoring the winning goal in 
the second half of the game 
Sutherland forward Bob 
Miller made sure of Suther- 
land’s place in the Second 
Division NSW competition for 
1957, An improved Seymour 
Shaw Park became the new 
ground for the home venues 
and the club was looking for- 
ward to winning and becom- 
ing a member of the top divi- 
sion of soccer clubs in NSW.

clubs, the club decided to 
make a serious attempt to 
get into the First Division. 

Eric Mitrovic, a highly re- 
garded coach, was hired and 
a number of players with pro- 
fessional experience were 
signed by the club to boost its 
playing strength. This, of 
course cost a lot of money 
and when the attempt failed, 
after .only one season, the 
club was left almost broke. 

Following this near dis- 
sester, the club’s com- 
mittee decided to bulld its 
own social club with 
which to back the soccer 
club. 

Two players were sold 
from the 1962 team to meet 
the costs of the previous 
season and the build-up 
period which lasted between 
1963 and 1967 was one of 
furstration and near disaster, 
when the club was almost 
relegated to amateur ranks. 

But the efforts of club 
members to raise the founda- 
tion for its own social club 
were not in vain. After the 
1962 debacle, club members 
knew that with the money 
provided by the social club, 
First Division status could be 
achieved. 

In 1967 the social club 
was opened and the soccer 
club took two fourth places in 
successive years. 

In 1969 Mike Johnaon, a 
n ex- 
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First Division player in Eng- 
land — and a “Soccer Action” 
columnist — took over the 
reins at Sutherland. 

Despite the operation of 
the licensed club, the soccer 
club was living on limited fi- 
nances and was hard pressed 
to keep its best players. 

In 1971 Col Harwood, 
the president and the club’s 
committee, decided on re- 
taining the players for the 
season, hoping that with the 
services of Johnson, the ex- 
Fulham and Newcastle play- 
er, the club might finally 
reach the heights of the First 
Division. 

With two games to go, 
Sutherland and Granville led 
the competition, while Melita 
Eagles were in third spot, only 
a point behind. It was a close 
race, with three teams vying 
for the top spot. The following 
weekend Sutherland opened 
the gaps after both Melita 
and Granville had dropped 
valuable points. 

Melita drew with Banks- 
town, while Granville could 
only manage a point against 
Corinthians. 

With a one-point advanta- 
ge, and having to play Manly 
in the last competition game, 
Sutherland were odds on to 
take the title and clinch a First 


Division spot. 
And this they did as true 
champions, crushing 


Manly by four goals to 
one. : 

Granville also won, by 3:0 
against Concordia, but the 
oldest Club in NSW had to be 
satisfied with second spot, 
finishing a point behind Suth- 
erland. 

Johnson's. faith in his 
youngsters proved well- 
placed and despite some 
early setbacks in the follow- 
ing season, Sutherland was 
on the way to becoming one 
of the State's most powerful 
outfits. 

True, in its first couple of 
years of competition in the 
top division, Sutherland 
battled hard to avoid relega- 
tion, finishing second last in 
1972 and 1973.

They don't have to be told the 
story. I'd like to think we are good 
enough to match whatever the 
State League has to offer, but that 
doesn't mean we are confident 
of winning the championship. 

“Our objective at the moment 
is the top four. Every club must 
aim for something, and Croydon 
certainly isn't about to go into the 
State League saying, ‘we are 
hoping just to hold our place” 

“Croydon will aim for the top 
four, and if we go one better, that 
will be great.” 

The eastern suburbs clup has 
certainly planned well for its entry 
into the State League. Unlike 
Albion Rovers, which attempted 
to buy into the State League. 
Unlike Albion Rovers, which at- 
tempted to buy a new team once 
it reached the State League, 
Croydon bought a State League- 
standard team BEFORE it won 
promotion. 

Croydon’s outlays for players 
over the past year have rivalled 





the likes of Essendon Croatia and 
Preston Makedonia — firmly es- 
tablished clubs with large follow- 
ings. 

But it’s unlikely Croydon will go 
under because of financial prob- 
lems. The committee knows when 
to stop, and plans to buy Bill 
Rodgers from South Melbourne 
were shelved after financial con- 
sideration. 

Croydon now has many top 
players including Pat Lowrey 
(ex-Mooroolbark), Alan Pongho 
(ex-Mooroolbark), Joe Tront (ex- 
Fitzroy Alexander), Steve 
McCombe (ex-Slavia), Jimmy 
Spink and,Duncan Smith (ex- 
Scottish League). 

The latest addition to Croydon’s 
star-studded squad is Dave 
Broghan, a Scottish midfielder, 
who arrives in Australia shortly. 

Plunkett has a talented squad, 
but what about the problems in- 
volved with keeping 16 players 
happy when only 11 can play 
each week. 

“My job with the players is to 
get them working as a taam.”’ said 
Mike. “We have players whose 
job is to win the ball and tackle 
hard, and others to create open- 
ings that result in goals. 

“We have a set pattern of play, 
and | chose the best 11 players 
available who fit in with that pat- 
tern. 

“Having only retired from play- 
ing a couple of seasons ago, | 
tend to get close to my players, 
but | have ajob to do and the 
players know that. If a player has 
to be dropped personalities have 
nothing to do with it 
player the reasons why he is 
dropped. 


“| don’t mind if a player who

has been dropped wants to know 


why he has been left out,” said 
Mike. “A player would be stupid if 
he didn’t ask questions of his 
coach. 

“After a player gets told why he 
was left out, he immediately 
knows what he has to do to get 
back in.” 

Plunkett denied there was any 
trouble within the Croydon team 
because of personality clashes. 

“I'm aiming at getting Croydon 
to play as a team,” said Mike. 
“That means combining 11 indi- 
viduals and ending up with a style 
that you want. 

“But it also means getting a 
spirit between players that makes 
them want to play well together. 
To me that sort of togetherness 
should go right through a club, 
front the administration to the 
under nine players.” 

Plunkett said there was a great 
excitement going through 
Croydon at the moment, and that 
the togetherness he is aiming for 
is present 

“A couple of seasons ago,” he 
explained, “we had a little tin hut 
at our ground, and little elsa. Now 
we can look around and see the 
excallant facilities We have. 

“Everyone involved with the 
club is expecting the club to keep 
going forward. The atmosphere is 
getting more professional, and we 
are looking at creating an atmos- 
phere akin to Liverpool, even 
though that may sound like we 
are going overboard. 

And for the future of Croydon 
and Plunkett? 

“My own future with Croydon 
will be determined by how | per- 
form as coach,” he said. “| want 
to stay for as long as | can do the 
job, and as long as the committee 
is happy with me.

It’s generally accepted soccer coaches will 
always, no matter what, be faced by moun- 
tains of problems, but Slavia’s Harry Chalkitis 
does little to lessen the number of hassles he 


has to contend with. 


In fact when a coach demands 
& high level of harmony amongst 
‘his charges in a club like Slavia, 
so often rocked by a high turnover 
of players, one might suspect that 
man is looking for extra worries. 

But Chalkitis, in his second 
yosar as senior coach of Slavia, 
is interested only in making 
sure he and his players have a 
good relationship. 

“| would sacrifice a player if he 
upset the harmony of the team,” 
said Chalkitis. “To me, a player's 
attitude towards his club, his 
coach and his fellow players is as 
important as his playing ability. 

“It's very difficult to get harmo- 
ny in a team both on and off the 
field, but to work hard at it is im- 
portant, 

Chalkitis, a players’ coach, said 
mutual respect was an important 
factor. 

“| like to treat all my players as 
friends,” said Harry. “But mutua! 
respect for each other is a must. 
As a coach I'm there to do a job, 
and | must win the players’ re- 
spect by showing I'm capable of 
achieving my task.” 

Chalkitis said one of the 
reasons Slavia had such a high 
player turnover was the club's 
desire for harmony. 

“There is no player at Slavia 
we can't replace if we have 
to,’ said Harry firmly. ‘In the 
past, numerous players have 
left Slavia because the club 
has refused to bow to their de- 
mands. 

“Those players didn't respect 
the club, and Slavia refuses to go 
into debt to keep any player. We 
don’t have different sets of rules 
for different players.” 

Chalkitis was thrown into the 
hot seat at Slavia after the 1978 
Ampol Cup. Senior coach 
Tommy Randles resigned, and 


Chalkitis was promoted after 
being reserve coach for two years 
previous. 

t was a testing time for 
Chalkitis. 

“The last game before | took 
over was a 1-3 defeat to Western 
Suburbs in the Dockerty Cup,” 
said Harry. “The situation was 
pretty grim because a number of 
players wanted transfers, and the 
general morale was low. 

“In the end, we had to rebuild 
the team the week before the 
opening league championship 
match.” 

The reshuffies saw Steve Ben- 
nis, Jim Symington, John Pat- 
ten, Steve Moore, Mark Baber 
and Carl Gilder leave the club, to 
be replaced by the likes of John 
Yzendoorn, Jamie Paton, 
Steve Aldridge and Glenn 
Westley. 

Player troubles aside, Chalkitis 
still had a lot of worries. 

“Like every reserve coach who 
has stepped into the first team 
position with the same club,” said 
Chalkitis, “l had to be accepted. | 
had to work to get the players re 
spect and avoid being looked at 
as ‘just a reserve coach.’ 

“It would have been a fot easier 
if | had had the job from the start 
of the season. | thought | might be 
given the job from the outset to 
keep continuity.” 

Chalkitis talks of continuity 
after he had worked closely with 
former Slavia coach Ken Kontra, 
now with Melbourne. 


“Ken had set Slavia ina partic- 
ular direction,” said Chalkitis,” 
and 1 planned to continue under 
his format. 


“| learned a lot from Kontra. 
The, most valuable thing was how 
to handle people. Ken is a former 
State Director of Coaching and 
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knows how to handle people at all 
levels.” 

After the hard start, Chalkitis 
worked on finding harmony in his 
team, which took him virtually the 
whole season, 

“The squad is starting to bene- 
fit from the harmony now.” he 
said. 

Chalkitis believes friendship 
with his players, and between 
players is a must. 

**f{ squad of players and its 
coach spend a lot of time to- 
gether,’ said Harry. “You 
train three nights a week, and 
spend a large part of the 
weekend together. 

“tt is much easier to work with 
people you know. The co-oper- 
ation is much better, and a lot 
more will be achieved. 

“That brings us back to respect. 
| let the players know where they 
stand and what I'm trying to 
achieve. Because I'm friends with 
my players, | understand them 
better." 

But the Slavia coach disagreed 
discipline wouldn't be as strong 
as it should be when a coach is 
close to his players. 

“If | find my squad isn't behav- 
ing the way | would like it to,” he 
said, “then | change my manner. 
Luckily, at Slavia, the players are 
excellant in this area, so it is 
hardly a problem. 

“But, if | screamed and shouted 
at them the whole time, very 
shortly they would lose interest. | 
would lose the respect of my 
players if | did that.” 

Chalkitis’ current squad of 
players is one of the most settled 
Slavia has had for many years, but 
in the past there has been trouble. 

Chalkitis was assistant coach 
during the players’ strike at Slavia 
during 1977, i" 

“Slavia was very brave at 
the start of that trouble,’’ said 
Chalkitis. “When eight first 
team players threaten with 
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Harry Chaikitis 
strike action before the most 
important game of the season, 
most clubs would probably 
bend. 

“But Slavia didn't weaken. The 
club refuses to antertain players 
interested in bleeding us dry. You 
must remember, a club will 
always remain, but players and 
coaches come and go.” 

For those who don't recall the 
events during the strike, you only 
need a reminder that Slavia, filled 
with reserves, played a 0-0 draw 
with league leader George Cross, 

Slavia was second at the time. 

“The club took a big gamble 
taking its stand, but it won the 
dispute. | recall several of the stri- 
king players clapping the Slavia 
team off the ground that day,” 
Said Harry. 

Chalkitis added he hoped he 
never was in a similar situation, 
but if he was, would support a 
club which took such a stand. 

"tf Slavia wasn't working hard 
at improving itself, I'd say we 
have no future. But the club 
wants to progress, which can only 
mean Slavia will get better.” 

For Chalkitis, who confesses he 
loves the pressure of coaching, 
Slavia is only the start. In the 
coaching world he is just begin- 
ning. 
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"To work that others may 
play” has been my guiding 
concept. But work for sport 
and particularly for soccer, 
has in return given me 2 rich 
and rewarding life, bringing 
me friends in many countries 
and clase contacts with the 
famous in many fields. For me 
footbali and living have 
indeed been fun, and given 
me a world of happiness. 
Long may -sport and soccer 
give the same enjoyment to 
the world’s millions. ~ 

That is the last para- 
graph in ‘*Football 
Worlds’’, a new book writ- 
ten by the former presi- 
dent of FIFA, Sir Stanley 
Rous, now 83 years old. 

It is by no means a sensational 
book — indeed, it has been criti- 
cised for being too urbane, but 
then Sir Stanley was never a con- 
troversial leader. Rather. one 
thinks about him the way one 
thinks about a monarch — rather 
aloof, refined in appearance and 
manners. If there is an archetype 
of the old world Englishman. it is 
Sir Stanley 

In this book. he traces his in- 
volvement with soccer from his 
childhood in Suffolk, through ser- 
vice in Egypt during the first world 
war. to teaching at Watford 
Grammar and a career as an inter- 
national referee 

In 1934 he became secretary 
of the English Football Associ- 
ation, a post he held for 27 years. 
and in 1961 he became president 
of FIFA for a period spanning four 
World Cups. 

Recalling the 1966 World 
Cup final between England 
and West Germany, Sir Stani- 
ey expresses the view that 
goals should be recorded elec- 
tronicaly. 

"Ever since Geoff Hurst's dis- 
puted goal over Germany .. . | 
have favored the electronic 
recording of goals,” he writes. “! 
had no doubt that Hurst's shot did 
bounce down over the line be- 
cause Roger Hunt immediately 
turned away, arms upraised when 
he could so easily have headed 
the ball in had he been in any 
doubt. Yet for the sharp-eyed 
Russian linesman, Bakhramov, 
that goal might not have been 
given. Had there been an elec- 
tronic device registering when the 
ball crossed the line, as is the case 
already in ice-hockey and as is 
done for the ‘touch’ in swimming, 
there would have been no doubt 
and no controversy. The referee's 
only job then would be to decide 
whether the bal! had fairly crossed 
the fine. 

There has been much tatk in 
Australia in-recent years about the 
desirability of changing the soccer 
season to avoid the bad winter 
months, during which attend- 

ances‘invariably fall. 

Sir Stanley agrees with the pro- 
position. 

“Summer evenings are ideal 
for football matches,’ he 
writes. ‘It is odd that we hold 
World Cup finals in June to 
ensure the best playing condi- 
tions and yet arrange our 
\league season at the worst 
period for players and specta- 
tors. 

“To split the season between 
autumn, spring and early summer 
would also give the players a wel- 
come break from the long grind of 
league matches. By resting them 
and making them more available 
for a national manager to train, 
this might help improve our 
national performance, which is a 
current cause of concern.” 

Sir Stanley is, of course, writing 
about England.

Expanding on England's inter- 
national fortunes, he continues: 

“All footballing countries have 
their ups and down. Hungary ws 
supreme in the 1950s then went 
into a long decline. Italy and 
Spain have had a similarly incon- 
sistent performance, while Hol- 
land came from nowhere to pro- 
duce a great team. Only West 
Germany and Brazil have bean 
consistently successful, and we 
expect too much in thinking we 
have a divine right to be always 
up with the best. But we are right 
to be worried by the present fall in 
standards, which is due only in 
part to a dearth of outstanding 
players. We need to be more con- 
sistent in building’a national team 
through the structure of youth and 
‘under-23° internationals, and in 
keeping together a pool of good 
players who learn to play togeth- 
er AH Ramsey made the best 
use of such opportunities, as did 
Walter Winterbottom when the 
selectors allowed him. If we are to 
improve as a national team, it is 
siso essential that the national 
team manager has a network of 
part-time assistants and the close 
co-operation of clubs. George 
Raynor was outstandingly suc- 
cessful as national manager of 
Sweden because he had access to 
players even when with their 
clubs, and was given some say in 
their training. When we get sim- 
ilar co-operation from our league 
clubs, the national team manager 
may achieve some improvement. 
Ron Greenwood is certainly a 
man who deserves such co-oper- 
ation and has the sense to con- 
cantrate on a proper structure 
building to a consistent national 
team.” 

A book of this type invariably 
includes a section on “my great- 
est players.” On this subject, Sir 
Stanley writes: 

“Of all the players | have seen 
the two who have made the deep- 
est impression on me have been 
Tom Fimney and Pele. Both 
were complete footballers and 
perfect sportsmen, outstanding 
professional players yet in bearing 
the Bpitome of the amateur ideal. 
In Stockholm ! watched Pele 
score two fine goals as a sev- 
enteen-year-old, which played a 
major part in winning the 1958 
World Cup final against the host 
nation, Sweden. His maturity on 
the field had been remarkable and 
he was as self-possessed off it. As 
he came up for his medal he made 
a touching gesture of sympathy to 
King Gustav, putting his arm 
round the monarch’s shoulders as 
if regretful to have defeated his 
country’s team. And as he went 
from trimph to triumph he remain- 
ed always a modest, likeable and 
immensely human individual. His 
innate courtesy was typified for 
me when, at the 1974 World Cup 
which he attended as a reporter, 
he sought me out to chat infor- 
mally about soccer, he was its 
greatest star, but he had none of 
the aloofness or arrogance which 
affects many lesser players in 
their hour of glory. 
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“He had a simple missionary 
zeal for soccer which brought him 
his greatest achievement of all..In 
his two years with Cosmos. he 
made such an impact on America 
that he ‘sold’ them soccer far 
more effecively than any high- 
pressure publicity could have 
done. This was the breakthrough | 
ihad hoped for when | told Ameri- 
can promoters earlier that they 
would have to show their public 
and real skills of the game before 
they would be hooked on it. No 
one but Pele could have made 
soccer so popular so quickly, and 
his final game became America’s 
major sporting occasion of 
1377" 

Sir Stanley helped form the 
Oceania Confederation, of which 
Australia was an original member, 

He touches briefly on member 
countries of Oceania — Papua 
New Guinea. Fiji, New Zealand, 

But it is in Australia that 
progress has been fastest in 
the past decade, he says. “It 
was no fluke that Australia 
qualified for the 1974 World 
Cup final round and played 
with distinction in West 
Germany. In England we were 
better able to judge their rising 
standards when Alston, from 
their World Cup team, found 
no difficulty settling into 
League football with Luton 
and then Cardiff'’. 

Sir Stanley's section on Aust- 
ralia continues: 

“To me it seemed that the 
1956 Olympics in Melboume 
were crucial for the development 
of the game in Australia. Before 
that Australian football had been 
regarded with amusement in 
Britain as a filler for the summer 
pools coupons, with the play itself 
not to be taken too seriously. Ce- 
rtainiy Australia had made none of 
the impact at soccer that the 
country makes in so many other 
sports.

There are three main reasons 
that favor the home side. The first 
is ground advantage. the players 
are well used to playing on their 
own ground. 

The second reason is the 
crowd. The home side is usually 
well cheered on by its own fans 
while the visiting team will not 
have nearly as much support. 

The third reason is the question 
of travel. The visiting team may 
have had to endure a long journey 
before playing the match and 
therefore the home side should be 
fresher than their opponents. 


Of course there are exceptions 
to these rules. The visiting team 
may be far superior to the home 
side. (This is why it's important to 
check the league ladders.) 


Quite often the away team can 
win through on sheer skill and 
ability. 


Also there are occasions when 
the away teams are not involved 
with much travel 


The English second division 
gives a good example of this. 
There are six teams in this ladder 
that have their grounds in London. 
They are: Crystal Palace, Orient, 
Fulham, Chariton, West Ham and 
Millwall. 


When any of these two teams 
are playing each other they are 
worth taking as a score draw. 
Even when there is a big gap in 
their logue position, these type of 
games have a history of ending all 
square.
